reaſonable and proper method for attaining and preſerving 
the peace and ſafety both of Church and State. As theres 
fore we find it neceſſary, that the Laws ſhould be pur in Ex 
ecution with more care and diligence than of late they have been , ſo 
alſo we ' think it expedient , that the Orders We have already given 
for that purpoſe, ſhould be made publick in ſuch a manner , that all men 
may find themſelves obliged to take notice of the ſame , and to give a 
due obedience thereunto. For which reaſons We have thought fit to 
Declare, and do hereby publiſh and declare Our Royal Will and Pleas 
ſure, that Our Order made in Council on Fedneſday the Third day of = 
- this inſtant February , and fince Printed and Publiſhed , be exaftly ob- _ 
ſerved by all and every perſon and perſons to whom it ſhall or may aps 
pertain 3 And more particularly We require and command , That the 
Convictions of Popiſh Recuſants be every where Encouraged, quickened, 
and made effeCtual 3 And that all Convictions , asſoon as they ſhail be 
.perfe&ed , be forthwith certified into the Exchequer , and that ſpeedy 
Proceſs do iflue upon all ſuch Convictions as are or ſhall be certified ; 
And that care be taken , that no Perſons of Quality , who ſhail be 
F ſuſpeRed to be Popiſh Recuſants be omitted to be Preſented 5 and that 
G1 no delay be uſed , nor any practice ſuffered , which may hinder or ob- 
ſtru& the compleating of ſuch Convictions as are now preparing. And 
We do ſtritly charge and command , That no Maſs be ſaid in any part 
of this Kingdom , the Chappels of Our Deareſt Conſort the Queen, 
and the Chappels of Foreign Miniſters onely Excepted : And to prevent: 
'all extraordinary reſort to thoſe Chappels by ſuch who are not Menial 
Servants ro the Queen , or to Foreign Miniſters, We Declare , That 
every ſuch Offender ſhall incur the Forfeiture of One hundred marks , 
provided by the Statute made in the Twenty third year of Queen ws 
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zabeth3 whereafOur Third fart half be given to the Informer for il” 
further Reward and Encoumgement: And We Require all Officers af 
Miniſters of Juſtice , to cauſe diligent ſearch to be made in all other pjſ 
ces whepe they ſhalt hear op ſuſpe@ hat Maſs is faid; agd to caufe all of 
fenders Rathis kind to be apprehended, and proceeded with accordin 
to Law. And We forewarn all Our Subje&s, that they preſume no 
to ſend any perſon to be edueated abroad in any ropiſh Colledge or Semi] | 
wary, And We Command all Parents, or Guardians of any. 
perſon or perſons , now remaining in any ſuch Colladge cr Seminary 
that they cauſe the ſaid perſon or perſons ſpeedily to return home] * 
as they wilt anſwer the contrary at their peril, Moreover, We requirell 
all perfons born within any of Our Dominjans, and out of Priſan, wholſ 
have taken Orders by apy Authority dertived from the Church or Seel| | 
of Rome ( except Mr. John Hxddlefion ) to depart the Kiogdam before} 
the Twerty fifth day ot March next, according to the Tenor of our}; 
| late Proclamations and alſo to depart the Court within the: F ourteen | 
days appointed by Our late Qrder in Council. . And We farbid'all 
Papiſts or reputed Papiſts, to.came into Qur Pahce at #bitchaHt, or | 
wy rp or into any other place where Qur Court ſhall be, contrary 
to-Our tate prohibuion, upon pain of Imprifaament in the Tower it be 
| beaPcer cf the Realm, or in ih cobes prifem, if he be of le(ler qua- || 
fity, And Laſtly, We appoint, that care be taken for the Suonretiin | 
of Conventicles, hereby dec/aring,, that all our Liceaces were long fince | 
recalled3 and that no Comnentiele hath any Authority,Aillowauce, or Ea- 
 courageinent from Us, And Qur Pleaſure is, that theſe Our commands 
be publiſhed and Proclimed in the uſual manner.
